AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENT GIVES PASSPORT 
TO SERVIAN MINISTER; HE LEAVES VIENNA; 
THIS 1S VIRTUALLY DECLARATION OF WAR 


Austria (ommits Act of War by Arresting Chief of Servian 
General Staff, General Putnik—He is Afterwards Released by 
tmperor’s Orders-—Strict Censorship Prevails in Austria— All 
Europe is Now Anxiously Awaiting Action of Russia — Same 
Secrecy Prevails There as in Austria— Patriotic Demonstrations 
Reported in Austria, and People are Represented as Being 
fager for War

LONDON, July 26.—The admiralty tonight issued the following statement: Orders have been given 
to the first feet, concentrated at Portsmouth, not to disperse for manoeuvres. For the present all the 
vessels of the second fleet are remaining at their home ports in proximity to their crews. 

The king has caucelled his engagements for the Cowes regatta and other sporting affairs. 

The Servian minister here today received a despatch from the Servian capital stating that Crown 
Prince Alexander, acting ar regent, had ordered a general mobilization of the Servian army and sum. 
moned and skupshtina to meet tomorrow in the old fortified capital of Nish, 180 miles south of Bel- 

rade, 
f ST. PETERSBURG, July 25.—The mobilization of the Russian army will proceed immediately. 
The emperor has fully approved the decision of his ministers to this effect, 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 27.—The St. Petersburg newspapers are publishing such headlines as 
‘On the eve of war,’’ ‘‘War is inevitable."’ All appear to believe that Russia is bound to intervene. 
The Novoe Vremyea says that the only thing which could prevent war would be the personal interven- 
tion of the German emperor. 

BRUSSELS, July 25.—The public of Belgium is greatly alarmed over the news from eastern 
Europe. The bridges at Liege have beep mined and a ministerial decree is expected calling 30,000 men 
to the army. 1 

BERGEN, Norway, July 28.—The German. emperor left here suddenly last night for Berlin in 
view of the serious situation that has arisen between Austria and Servia. All divisions of the German 
fleet have been ordered to assemble at prearranged places on the Norwegian coast. One of the high 
naval officers who accompanied the emperor has started for Germany on the fastest destroyer in the 
Germany navy.

Notwithstanding this humiliating surrender, 
little nation, the Austrian government today gave the Servian minister his passports, 
construed as a Virtual declaration of war. 

Austria committed an act of war by arresting the chief of the Servian general staff, Genera 
Putnil; near Budapesth, but he was soon released by the-emperor’s direct commands. ; 

A formal declaration of war is not expected, because Servia is not a party to the Hague confer- 
ence, whieh requires this. The suspension of all parliamentary «and judicial institutions has been 
declared in Austria and an iron-clad censorship has drawn a cordon of secrecy around the country, so 
that the outside world is in complete ignorance of everything happening there except what the gov- 
ernment wants the world to know. 

Austrian Armies May be Closing in 

Even now the Austrian armies may be closing in on Servia to launch a sudden blow as Japan did 
when she sent her fleet against the Russiau ships wiithout warning. 

While Austria announces only a ‘‘partial mobilization,’’ the Austrian minister at London has issued 
a significant notice to all Austrians liable for military service to return home, The only possibility ot
